AT LEAST THREE MEMBERS 
of the Shidehara cabinet were 
members of political organizations 
abolished by the broadly worded 
MacArthur decrees. They were ex- 
pected to quit the cabinet, forcing 
a major reorganization. 

MacArthur struck deep into the 
roots of Japanese aggression with 
his two decrees, which will bar the 
militaristic factions from seeking 
office in the coming elections for 
the Diet. 


AUTHORITATIVE sources estim- 
ated the number of officials affect- 
ed by the directives would “run 
into the hundreds.” It was believed 
the general elections scheduled for 
January would be delayed because 
the directives rule out many candi- 
dates, 

The first decree abolished at 
Yeast 27 political, ultra-nationalist, 
militarist and secret organizations. 
The second ordered the Japanese 
government to purge public offices 
and the government service of men 
who have been active exponents of 
militarism and aggression. 

Officials listed for removal from 
office include high military per- 
sonnel, influential members of the 
Black Dragon Society and other 
terroristic organizations, and _ in- 
. fluential members of the wartime 
totalitarian organization known as 
the Imperial Rule Assistance Asso- 
ciation, the Imperial Rule Assist- 
ance Political Society, the Political 
Association of Greater Japan, and 
their affiliates. 

MacARTHUR’S DIRECTIVES 
will have a liberalizing influence 
on the approaching Diet election. 
By banning members of the for- 
bidden organizations from office, 
they will give the more democratic 
but less organized elements of 
Japan a better opportunity to win 
Parliamentary seats,

THE PRESIDENT, in what he 
termed a stock-taking broadcast 
address to the American people, 
said he sought “no conflict with 
the congress.” 

He added that “I earnestly desire 
co-operation.” 

(The address was carried by ‘all 
United States networks and by the 
Dominion Network of the CBC.) 

POINT BY POINT, Mr. Truman 
went over measures which he has 
recommended and on which con- 
gress has delayed action. 

He emphasized that the decision 
must be made whether “we shall 
devote our strength to reaching the 
goal of full production and full 
employment.” 

“We are well along the road to- 
ward our goal, but at every turn we 
run the risk of coming upon a bar- 
rier which can stop us.” 

MANY OBSTACLES had been 
thrown in the path of efforts to 
avert dangers of inflation and de- 
flation. First among these were 
labor-management disputes. The 
president devoted a major portion 
of his straight-to-the-people talk to 
elaborating on that point- 

He mentioned steps the govern- 
ment had taken. He spoke of the 
recent labor-management confer- 
ence. He stressed his recommenda- 
tion to congress for legislation to 
authorize fact-finding commissions 
to look into labor disputes while 
strikes are barred for 30 days. 

MR. TRUMAN said he had hoped 
congress either would follow his 
recommendations or propose a 
solution of its own. But, he said, 
it had done neither. 

The President reiterated his stand 
that government fact-finding boards 
should be able to look at the books 
of companies involved in disputes 
where necessary. 

Fact-finding legislation was up to 
congress, and every day that pro- 
duction was delayed and civilian 
goods kept from markets by strikes 
or lockouts brought “injury to our 
reconversion program.” 

“THE TIME HAS COME for 
every citizen of the United States 
to make his opinion known to his 
representative in the congress. 
Once that is done, you may be sure 
that results will follow.” 

Mr. Truman emphasized that con- 
gress had done its full share toward 
carrying out its responsibility in 
foreign affairs. 

BUT HE WENT ON to say that a 
similar record of achievement and 
progress on domestic problems is 
lacking. 

He listed af equal importance 
with settlement of management- 
labor disputes the question of 
“keeping prices on an even keel.” 
He adde* that pressure groups are 
working in and out of congress for 
removing price controls and Jetting

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—(AP)— 
David Lawrence, president of the 
United States News Publishing 
Corporation, yesterday announced 
appointment of Col. Lloyd Lehrbas 
as executive editor of “World Re- 
port,” a weekly news magazine on 
international affairs to be published 
in the spring. 

During the war Col. Lehrbas 
served as aide to Gen. MacArthur, 
from Australia to the Philippines.

Ontario Starts Career Ends In Annual Review | 


“Housecleaning” 
Of Brokerages 


TORONTO, Jan, 4.—(CP)—Mov- 
ing swiftly in its campaign to clean 


up Ontario securities dealings the 
Ontario securities commission 
yesterday summoned some 20 brok- 
erage houses “to show cause why 
their registrations should not be 
cancelled.” 


COMMISSION CHAIRMAN . P. 
McTague, square-jawed and firm 
but with a record for faiyness, an- 
nounced the summonses but gave 
no names of the brokerage houses. 

The move came just one week 
after the commission, now fully, 
constituted, held its first policy 
meeting, and followed by some four 
weeks the effective date of the new 
Ontario Securities Act when Mr. 
McTague announced the commis- 
sion’s first task would be “to clean! 
up our own backyard.” | 


“THIS IS THE FIRST step in a) 
systematic review by the commis- 
sion of all questionable registra-| 
tions,” Mr. McTague, a former jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court of On-! 
tario, explained. 

“Practically all of the brokers to 
whom notice was given today have 
had court convictions some time in 
connection with securities.” 

The commission chairman, ap- 
pointed only last Oct. 17, said a 
similar review is in progress in 
respect of securities salesmen. He 
added: “In due course similar sum- 
monses will be given to salesmen 
who will have the same opportun- 
ity for review by the commission as 
a whole.” 


HE GAVE NO intimation where 
the offices of brokers summoned 
today are located, but it was be- 
lieved the majority are in Toronto. 

Mr. McTague said, “A still further 
review is in course of being done in 
the case of both brokers and sales- 
men who though not having formal 
convictions have conducted busi- 
ness in a manner which in the opin- 
ion of the commission justifies re- 
view proceedings, 

“It is not deemed advisable at the 
present time by the commission to 
publish the names of those sum- 
moned, at least until the reviews 
have been completed.” 

MEANTIME, he made known, the 
commission's investigating service 
is concentrating on the issue of 
fraudulent circulars and _ illegal 
telephoning in connection with the 
sale of securities, 

The tough securities boss prom- 
ised “drastic action” in cases of in- 
fringement of the Act governing 
sales of securities. 

“IT MAY BE SAID frankly that 
the personnel of the expert tele- 
phoning fraternity is presently be- 
ing listed and some of these gentle- 
men may expect shortly an invita- 
tion to an interview with the chair- 
man,” he said. 

* Most brokerage houses have been 
co-operating wholeheartedly with 
the commission but, he said, there 
are still a number “who continue 
questionable practices and the staff 
of the commission is being expand- 
ed to meet the situation.”

Former Alberta

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New Boy Scout Head 


The appointment of the Hon. N, E. 
Tanner, provincial minister of lands and 
mines, as Boy Scout Commissioner for 
Alberta is an excellent choice. Mr, Tan- 
ner’s qualities and his wide experience in 
the field of scouting will add a wholesome 
impetus to this valuable work in the prov- 
ince. 

The commissionership has been vacant 
since the death of the late Col. J. H. Woods 
of Calgary and the duties have been car- 
ried on provisionally by Mr, W. J. Dick 
who is also provincial president of the 
Boy Scouts Association. The two offices, 
however, entail heavier duties than can be 
efficiently carried by one man, even of the 
calibre of Mr. Dick. 

Mr. Tanner has been associated with 
Boy Scout work in Alberta for many years. 
He was a district commissioner in the 
Cardston area and has served on the prov- 
incial executive board. Most of all, he is 
deeply interested in boys’ welfare and pos- 
sesses a wide humanity that will contribute 
much to the movement. >

proved. 


Why the Gun? 


The other day the news columns re- 
ported a holiday fracas in an Edmonton 
cafe in which a special constable is alleged 
to have shot a customer in a struggle. 

Without attempting to discuss the 
merits or demerits of the situation, one is 
nevertheless moved to wonder what a 
special constable in a presumably well- 
conducted cafe was doing with a gun. 

If any particular restaurant is patron- 
ized by such turbulent characters that it 
requires armed guards to maintain order, 
one would think it were time that restaur- 
ant were closed down. If the place, how- 
ever, were not a scene of habitual violence, 
the gun was quite unnecessary. 

It has been considered the part of wis- 
dom to arm regular city constables with 
firearms. Even this step may be criticized 
in the light of police experience in Britain, 
where no constable goes armed except 
under very special circumstances. And yet 
British police can handle and do handle the 
most hardened and dangerous criminals 
with efficiency and ease. 

The situation, however, may be differ- 
ent in Canada. At any rate police con- 
stables are carefully trained in the use of 
firearms and any abuse of the weapon is 
so rare as to be almost non-existent. 

Special constables have no such train- 
ing. To turn them loose on the public with 
pistols is merely to add to the inherent 
menace of holiday exuberance. 


A Mistaken Protest 


Those students from nine Canadian 
universities who, in convention in Edmon- 
ton, have denounced the plan to deport 
Japanese as “morally reprehensible and 
c al from a Christian basis” and who 
demand a delay in deportation proceedings 
are doubtless moved by the very highest 
motives and by fine humanitarian prin- 
ciples, 

But may it not be just a little pre- 
sumptuous to invoke religion to bolster up 
a humanitarian argument? For surely a 
viewpoint can be beautifully humanitarian 
without being religious at all. 

It is difficult, for instance, to conceive 
of residence in Canada as one of the high- 
est rewards of Christian faith. Would 
these students maintain that Japanese can 
not be quite as faithful religionists in their 
own country as in this one? 

And what tenet of the Christian faith 
makes is necessary for Christians to liter- 
ally crawl into each others’ pockets? They 
must be ncighbors and brothers, it js true, 
but nowhere in the doctrine is miscegena- 
tion laid down as an essential corollary to 
Christian brotherhood, Even the most 
loving blood brothers frequently find it 
expedient and most salutary to their 
brotherhood to live apart. 

The truth is that Japanese and Cana- 
dians do not mix economically, biologically 
or sociologically, They upset our industrial 
picture. And, quite frankly, they are not 
to be trusted in a national way. 

If the protesting students wish to con- 
tribute something to the welfare of the 
Japanese, which is doubtless a fine and 
Christian impulse, let them devote them- 
selves to completing the Christianization 
of Japan, after which that country will 
possess all the charms and rewards neces- 
sary to keeping its nationals happily at 
home.

Canada’s “Wavy Navy” of war days is 
passing. All officers and men who were 
members of the RCNVK at New Year's 
are being transferred to the Royal Cana- 
dian Reserve, and will hold equivalent 
seniority, rank or rating in that body. 

Thus closes a remarkable chapter in 
the history of the phenomenal expansion 
of Canada’s navy from a “token” force to 
an armada, hundreds strong in ships, 
which through six winters and five sum- 
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mers did nearly half the work of escorting 
troopers and transports across the At- 
lantic, scoured that stormy sea day and 
night for submarines, and on occasion did 
escort duty on the Murmansk run and 
between Britain and the Mediterranean. 

The Volunteer Reserve was organized 
nearly twenty years ago. It was designed 
to interest Canadian boys and young men, 
clear across the pe J in sea defence. 
Canada had few warships at that time, 
but the possibility was seen that more 
would have to be built or bought and man- 
ned in short order should war come again. 
Training centres were established from 
coast to coast and in Edmonton and other 
prairie cities and towns there was a sur- 
prising response of recruits for part-time 
instruction in the elementary duties of 
seamanship. 

What followed is well known history, 
still vivid in the memory of all who were 
old enough to read the war news. When 
war came thousands upon thousands of 
young men, from all provinces and all 
parts of every province, appeared in bell- 
bottomed trousers and moved in drafts to 
the sea—which many of them had never 
before seen. Their officers were distin- 
guished by arm bands of “wavy” gold 
braid—hence the “wavy navy” tradition. 

By far iie greater number of the 90,- 
000 or more men who kept the seas on 
Canadian ships were members of the 
RCNVR, and by far the greater number 
of these went from far inland homes, The 
shared to the full the dangers, the hard- 
ships, the losses which fell to the lot of 
Allied seamen in those desperate days, 
and to them goes a full share also of the 
glory, and the credit for final victory.

Odds Are Loaded Heavily Against Her, But— 


“The Second Battle of Britain” 


Finds Country Which Refused to Bow Before Blast in World War Again Girding Its 
Loins for Another Greater Battle for Survival in World Trade 
By Lucile Street, MA, in London Calling 


Five years after the world-famed 
Battle of Britain, our island is faced 
with a second Battle of Britain. This 
time it Is an economic battle. And 
just as was the case five years ago, 
no one outside this island believes 
that we can pull victory out of the 
bag. Once again, it seems, the odds 
are too heavily loaded against us. 
We are as short of dollars today as 
five years ago we were short of 
planes. 

But while the faint hearts among 
us tremble, and while our friends 
overseas prophesy disaster unless 
they can lend us their mighty armor 
of dollars, the small band of clear 
thinkers and mental fighters in this 
island see a chance of victory in the 
economic field, such as was never 
offered to this Empire before. 

Whatever the old school of out- 
moded economists may say, the new 
school of Keynes and Beveridge 
has long taught that a nation’s true 
wealth lies in work, not gold. Gold 
in the bank and unemployment in 
the factories means national pov- 
erty, not national wealth. America 
found that out, to her own vast dis- 
comfort, after the last war. For 
since the war debts were repaid, 
in part, in golden dollars, when the 
gold was gone Europe could no 
longer afford to trade across the 
Atlantic, and so America had 
10,009,090 unemployed. Remember- 
ing all that, and seeing the present 
situation, we do not think that the 
outlook is black for us. 

Look at it from our side of the 
ocean. In England we are faced 
with no unemployment problems 
whatever, and likewise, looking to 
the future, we are still faced with 
none. Instead, in this island where 
transport costs are negligible be- 
cause distances are negligible, we 
have expanding markets for a 
whole generation yet to come. The 
expanding market is the oldest 
known and the easiest approach to 
prosperity. And it is here with us. 

x * * 


NEVER BEFORE HAVE the peo- 
ple of this island had the same earn- 
ing power or the same spending 
power. Prices have risen, but, in 
spite of that, individual prosperity 
in general is greater than it was 
before the war. We have rationing 
of food and clothing, but, in spite 
of both, the nation is better nour- 
ished and better clothed as a whole 
than it was before the war. Food 
and clothing are more evenly dis- 
tributed. Some people grumble at 
the small number of clothes they 
are allowed to buy, but others will 
tell you they never used to buy so 
many as now. 

Then, again, the health record is 
better, and we have had no major 
epidemic. We talk of shortage of 
milk, but more milk is consumed in 
gallons yearly than before the war. 
More people are drinking milk. 
Every child in England gets its daily 
pint, its orange juice, and its cod 
liver oil. You can search, but you 
will not see a neglected child today. 

Travel where you like, in trains 
or buses, you never sit beside a 
ragged man or woman. It was a 
common enough sight twenty years 
ago. But look as much as you like, 
you meet no beggars in the streets, 
and we women answer no door bells 
to find men standing outside seek- 


| ing work. Those evils are behind 


us. They were co on enough 
before the war, but tHe first Battle 
of Britain ended them, and the war 
has left us with more employment 
than ever before.

The answer is to turn fast to other 
motive powers, to push on with 
hydro-electric schemes—as is now 
being done for Scotland, and as 
there are plans to do the same for 
the River Severn. Finally, it will be 
our salvation to recognize that 
atomic energy may have arrived at 
the very moment when it can save 
us nationally; it can make us free 
of coal, and can give us the laugh 
over oil. It can, if only we realize 
the full significance of each passing 
week, and grapple with the atomic 
problems as not long ago we grap- 
pled with the problems of invasion. 
We lived near enough to war phy- 
sically, and still are near enough 
to the war in point of time, to re- 
tain some of the sense of urgency 
and drive to win this peace that we 
fought so hard to obtain, 

As a nation we feel young again 
and virile. The tail of opportunity 
grows on its face, not on the rear of 
its retreating anatomy. We are 
awake to the situation, and we want 
to “jump to it” as our pilots “jump- 
ed to it” in the Battle of Britain, 
and as now, we laugh to remember, 
we often jumped to it ourselves— 
on the ground! 

Yes, once the spirit of battle fully 
inflames the minds of English 
bureaucrats, Great Britain will 
need no sympathy, and less help 
from the dollar group, for the ster- 
ling group can make its own wealth, 
breed wealth. It will be an econ- 
omic miracle, the birth of a new 
trading era. But we know the secret 
of national fertility—faith in our- 
selves, rated with the dynamic 
forces of necessity. Those two fac- 
tors won us the First Battle of 
Britain. They will win us the 
Second. And, remember, without 
these Battles of Britain there would 
be no United Nations.

That 
is very true; it does seem that the 
flow of tools may have ended from 
America. But if, for instance, the 
shipments of wood for pit props, of 
wood for housing, of wood for ship- 
building, must cease because we 
have no dollars to pay for them, we 
only have to turn to the Continent 
which produces forests in equal 
abundance and where dollars are 
not asked in payment. 

Had we developed colonial Africa 
as we should have done, there 
would have been masses of raw 
materials to hand for this war. But, 
owing to our own pre-war apathy, 
they were pitifully lacking. In fact, 
so bad has that apathy been that 
Americans, vistting Africa early in 
this war, began to say in the press 
and on the radio, “Hand back your 
colonies.” You were shocked that 
we had developed them so little. 
But you know the saying, “From 
little acorns big oak trees grow” 
—and a thinking few in London are 
now determined that this oak shall 
grow. 

For Africa, like Russia, has the 
raw materials that only need the 
getting; that is to say, the drive, 
the organization, the work. There 
are forests in West Africa to rebuild 
Europe's houses, and gold all over 
Africa to be mined to pay for them, 
if our coinage is restricted, There 
is copper in Rhodesia for all the 
electrical equipment in the Empire, 
and water-power enough in Africa 
to electrify the African continent. 
Cotton from Egypt and East Africa 
would go a long way towards satis- 
fying the needs of Lancashire, and 
Lancashire, in turn, would become 
wealthy from its export trade to 
Africa,

As of April 1, 1946, the fur 
ranching industry in Alberta will 
come under jurisdiction of the pro- 
vincial department of gariculture, it 
was announced by the Hon. N. EF, 
Tanner, minister of lands and 
mines, at a banquet of the Alberta 
Provincial Fur Breeders’ Associa- 
tion held in the Masonic Temple 
Thursday night. More than 125 
guests attended. 

FOR THE LAST FIVE years the 
industry has been under the de- 
partment of lands and mines, while 
before that it was directed by the 
department of agriculture. 

Mr. Tanner said in his address 
that the government is attempting

ing majority don’t want to return 
to Poland in the present circum- 
stances. 

One month ago, the first trains 
started to transfer those who wished 
to leave Italy for Poland. So far, 
14,000 have gone and already some 
of those who went are beginning 
to trickle back into northern Italy. 

MANY OF THOSE WHO WENT 
were far Trom enamored of the 
present Polish government. But 
they went to see their families. 
The stories which those who are 
illicitly returning to Italy bring con- 
cerning conditions in their native 
land are unlikely to encourage 
others to undertake the eight-days 
journey in cattle cars, which is 
|the only method of travel. 

T talked to a British observer who 
accompanied the first train to Po- 
land. He told me the Polish govern- 
ment was making a serious mistake 
in their handling of those few Poles 
who so far have returned, Imme- 
diately on arrival in Poland they 
are subjected to propaganda talks, 
which have as their main object 
the denigration of General Wlady- 
slaw Anders, the gallant and re- 
spected commander under whom 
these Poles fought for the last 
three years. 

They are also required to listen 
to a good deal of anti-American 
and still more anti-British propa- 
ganda, Meanwhile, in Rome, Pro- 
fessor Stanislaw Kot, Polish Am- 
bassador, is busy propagandizing 
the Polish troops, smearing their 
commander, General Anders, and 
urging them to return to Poland. 
Simultaneously he makes all the 
mischief he can with the British 
Command, and makes trouble be- 
tween them and Anders.

Special 
forms to be used in making out 
such reports are available at any 
employment office

All this adds up to a most un- 
pleasant and disagreeable situation. 
It is very hard to see what is the 
correct solution. More than a year 
ago the British Coalition Govern- 
ment offered to grant British citi- 
zenship to any Poles who did not 
wish to return to Poland. It is not 
clear yet whether the new Labor 
government intends to honor this 
undertaking, particularly now that 
it is apparent how few Poles wish 
to return and how many we are 
likely to have on our hands. 

In addition to the Poles in Italy, 
there is still another large group 
in Scotland. The proportion of 
these willing to return to Poland 
is higher than in Italy, but cer- 
tainly does not amount to half. It 
is clear that the Poles cannot be 
indefinitely maintained in an army, 
It is clear, also, that it would be 
highly dishonorable to compel them 
to go to Poland against their wishes. 

MEANWHILE POLISH govern- 
mental propaganda affects to he- 
lieve that the fact that the British 
government is still providing these 
Poles with rations is proof of Bri- 
tish determination to maintain per- 
manently a Polish army, hostile to 
the present Polish government. This 
is patently absurd, but it is ob- 
vious that the British government 
must speedily make up their minds 
what their policy is to be in this 
unhappy affair. 

Britain declared war on Germany 
six years ago because of Hitler's 
assault on Poland. Throughout the 
struggle, even in the darkest mo- 
ments, we never ceased to proclaim 
our determination to restore full 
‘liberty and sovereignty to Poland. | 
| Through causes over which Britain 
| had no control, we have been unable 
to fulfill this pledge, It seems as if, 
despite our good intentions and all 
our sacrifices, we will continue to 
| be haunted for many a long day by 
the tragic ghost that was once 
| Poland.

BED-WETTING LARGELY DUE 
TO HABIT 

Many a discouraged mother writes 
to me about the child who wets the 
bed. Sometimes the lack of control 
of the bladder evacuation is per- 
sistent, occurring with great regu- 
larity night after night, or even sev- 
eral times in the same night; while 
sometimes it occurs only occasion- 
ally when the child is over-excited. 

In the majority of cases, wetting 
the bed or enuresis, is largely the 
result of habit. Usually the child is 
a heavy sleeper and is not awaken- 
ed by the accident. Of course, there 
are other causes but it must be ad- 
mitted that the most common cause 
is faulty training which allows the 
habit to start, 

Enuresis is said to exist in the 
child of three who manifests im- | 
proper bladder control. It must be 
remembered that normal healthy 
children may fail to establish con- 
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trol in emptying the bladder until 
the age of two or even a little later. 
Therefore it is not until the child 
reaches the third year and then 
demonstrates incontinence of the 
bladder, that enuresis may be said 
to have developed. 

When enuresis o¢curs, i. is a good 
plan to have a test made of the 
liquid elimination from the kidneys. 
If the test shows the presence of 
white cells, then cystitis or bladder 
irritation should be suspected. Cys- 
titis is one of the possible causes of 


enuresis, Enuresis due to this cause | 


is often accompanied hy frequency 
and urgency, that is tre *iild emp- 
ties the bladder frequently and the 


desire is urgent. The urinalysis will | 
also show whether the liquid is con- | 


centrated and acid, in which case 
the child should be given more 
water to drink, or whether it is of | 
low specific gravity. When the spec- | 
ific gravity is lowered and the child | 
voids a large quantity of fluid, it 
is likely that he is being given too 
much water to drink. In such cases, 
the youngster should be allowed no 


water drinking after four in the | 


afternoon, 

Each case of enuresis should be 
carefully considered on its own 
merits; for example, in some chil- 
dren, bed-wetting is mainly a be- 
havior problem, arising from an un- 
conscious desire on the part of the 
child to attract the attention of the 


neglected and takes this way of 
getting revenge. Understanding and 
removal of the psychic cause is al! 
that is needed to cause the complete 
disappearance of the bed-wetting, 
in such a case. 

In the average case, where faulty 
training has led to the establish- 
ment of this habit of wetting the 
| bed, excellent results are secured 
| by very simple means. The first 
thing to do is to restrict the water 
drinking after 4 in the afternoon, 
The second thing to do is to decide 
jnot to punish the child, Scolding 
}him or nagging at him will do little 
;good and will serve to make mat- 
| ters worse. Instead of scolding him 
for his failures, praise him for his 
success, When he keeps the bed dry 
during the night, call this to his 


-jattention in a reassuring way so 


that he will look for further im- 
provement, The use of suggestion 
will very offen work wonders,

Dr. Lindsay Park, gynecologist 
and obstetrician who attended the 
child, explained that the disposition 
of the internal organs was such as 
to hinder its survival. 

The 21-year-old mother, replying 
to a note sent by a correspondent 
to her room, identified the hus- 
band and father as Pte. Joe Govro, 
De Soto, Mo., and said he had been 
notified yesterday by cable of the 
birth, 

AT THE HOSPITAL it was indi- 
cated that the mother, who pre- 
viously had believed herself to be 
the mother of twins, had been told 
at least partly of the condition of 
the child, born four weeks pre- 
maturely. Because premature in- 
fants are not taken to their 
mothers’ rooms for feeding, the 
problem of informing the mother 
exactly did not arise immediately, 

Doctors will make a post-mortem 
examination Friday to determine 
for medical records the unusual 
anatomy of the infant, strangely 
formed because of incomplete fis- 
sion of a single ovum.

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Mrs. J. Steeves, 
Early Edmonton 
Resident, Dies 


A pioneer resident of Edmonton 
whose younger days were closely 
related to the sprawling adolesc- 
ence of Alberta’s capital city, died 
this week in the passing of Mrs. 
Jane Steeves, 98-year-old resident 
of 12714 110 avenue, where she lived 
with a daughter, Mrs. Margaret Ma- 
loney. 

MRS, STEEVES had been a pat- 


ient in an Edmonton hospital after 
being stricken with influenza Dec. 
28. 


Born in March, 1848 in eastern 
Canada, Mrs. Steeves with her hus- 
band, who predeceased her sev- 
eral years ago, resided in the first 
brick house built in Edmonton, a 
building which is still in use, in 
what is now the King Edward dis- 
trict. 

In her native Moncton, N.B., the 
daughter of a Canadian father and 
an Irish mother married Dimack 
Steves in 1869, and came west with 
him in 1891, The couple settled 
first’ at Calgary, coming to Edmon- 
ton in 1894, where Mr. Steeves op- 
erated a coal mine and brickyard. 

LIVING SUCCESSIVELY in 
Canmore, Diamond City, Leth- 
bridge and Vegreville, Mrs, Steeves 
saw much of the old-time western 
life. In the latter centre, she and 
her husband operated that town’s 
first eating-house. 

Up to her fatal illness, she was 
very active, according to bereaved 
relatives. In recent years she had} 
won prizes and awards for crocheted 
quilts and afghans at the Edmon- 
ton “Exhibition. 


SHE IS SURVIVED, in addition 
to her daughter, by a son, Whiley 
Steeves of Vancouver; three grand- 
children, Gnr. Harvey Maloney, 
RCA, overseas, and Mrs. Barry Mc- 
Kim and Mrs. Peter Voloshin, both 
of Edmonton. There are five great 
grandchildren. 

According to her wishes, Mrs. 
Steeves is being buried beside her 
husband at Calgary, their first 
home in the west.

ACCORDING TO WORD re- 
ceived Thursday by Detective In- 
spector Bert Petheram of the Ed- 
monton police department, Schmidt 
is a prisoner of war in a Russian 
prison camp. City police are of the 
opinion that he will be well taken 
care of by our Soviet allies. 

A sordid, ugly tale gasped out to 
police by a tearful and terrified 15- 
year-old boy led to Schmidt's arrest 
Oct. 10, 1940, in a city hotel by De- 
tective Inspector Petheram, who 
was then a detective sergeant. 
Schmidt appeared in city police 
court on Oct. 18, 1940, on a morals 


charge and was remanded for trial | 


at the Supreme Court. 

Hugh Calais Macdonald, KC, who 
was to defend Schmidt, asked for 
an adjournment until March 26, 
1941, in order to prepare his case. 
This was granted anf Schmidt was 
released on bail, The German- 


born accused never came to trial. 
in| 


When his name was called 
supreme court on March 26, he had 
disappeared and has not been seen 
since in Edmonton. 


NEXT WORD OF Schmidt came 
from the FBI, who found that he 
had sneaked into the United States 
on the same day he was to have 
appeared in court here. Eluding 
the grasp of the crack United 
States force, Schmidt made his 
way to his native Germany. It is 
believed that he was taken there 
by submarine. 

Already noted for his Nazi 
tendencies, Schmidt took an active 
part in the Nazi war machine and 
shortly after his arrival in Ger- 
many he enrolled for a saboteurs 
course. Secret service personnel 
of the Allies were warned to keep 
track of his movements, and early 
in 1942 Schmidt was in Lorient, 
France, ready to sail to this con- 
tinent in a submarine with eight 
other trained saboteurs,

Schmidt failed to sail because of 
sickness, but by July, 1942, he was 
believed to have entered Canada 
or the United States. 

Because of his familiarity with 
Alberta, where he had resided for 
| a number of years, it was suspected 
that he might have been sent here 
by the Nazi warlords. A close look- 
out for him was kept by RCMP 
{and city police. The FBI, regard- 
|ing him as a very dangerous crim- 
inal, kept up a sustained hunt until 
the war's end. 

LAST DECEMBER the depart- 
ment of external affairs was in- 
formed that Schmidt was safely 
housed in a Russian prison camp. 

Detective Inspector Petheram de- 
scribed Schmidt as a “very cool 
and quiet customer,” adding that 
he was “very shrewd looking and 
acted like he could be very tough.” 

Born in Germany in 1911, Schmidt 
came to this country and took out 
naturalization papers in December, 
1935. He resided in the Cold Lake 
district for a number of years. His 
wife is reported still to be living in 
this province. He was a strong 
man and was noted for his ability to 
bend meta! with his hands. He was 
an excellent shot. 

Schmidt is no loager a Canadian. 
His naturalization certificate was

Tram Passengers 
34,030,536 in 1945 


Beating all previous records for 
Patronage on Edmonton's street 
railway system by 1,930,283, a total 
of 34,030,536 passengers were car- 
ried on the system during 1945, it 
was revealed Friday by Thomas 
Ferrier, street railway super- 
intendent. The previous high was 
achieved in 1944 when 32,100,253 
passengers travelled on the sys- 
tem’s street cars, trolley coaches 
and buses. 

TRAFFIC IN DECEMBER, al- 
though slightly below the peak 
month of November, totalled 3,272,- 
893 compared with 2,934,889 for the 
same month of 1944, an increase of 
338,004, or 11.52 per cent. 

The percentage of increase 
achieved in 1945 over 1944 was six 
per cent, and the 1945 figures are 
115 per cent above the patronage 
during 1939, the first war year.

home. 

For example, when The Loyal Ed- 
monton Regiment, one of the first 
units back, arrived in Edmonton 
radio announcers were grabbing 
the men as they stepped off the 
train and interviewing them for the 
edification of the listening audience. 
The first man cornered by one 
of the radio-men was asked “How 
long have you heen away?” The 
answer came back “seven months.” 
On the next two or three he didn’t 
do much better so he gave up the 
idea.

THE NEXT THING that happen-

BY THIS TIME TOO, the army 
overseas was having trouble getting 
men for the army of occupation. 
But the Canadian Army knows how 
to deal with that situation.

Men were asked 
if they would take a promotion— 
and then told they couldn't have 
it unless they volunteered for army 
of occupation—that is still the policy 
overseas,

ANOTHER THING WHICH caus- 
ed unhappiness was when it was 
learned overseas that no more men 
were to be sent over—in other 
words, as things are at present, if 
the Canadians keep an occupation 
force over there for the next ten 
years it will be made up of the 
same men who are there now.
